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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that there is a lack of 
motivation to combine Steere with Eilert because Steere teaches away from Eilert. In response, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
For Steere to teach away from Eilert, Steere would have to teach that it CANT take human input, which Steere doesn't teach. Steere 
teaches user interactivity on page 5, column 1. Therefore, the combination of Steere and Eilert is proper. Applicant argues that there is 
no disclosure that the PID factors are calculated from the at least one user-defined goal and the performance information. However, 
Steere teaches PID factors being calculatedln response, Steere teaches an allocator that uses calculation of PID factors and a goal Qt 
(page 6, 2nd column). Eilert teaches an allocator with with goals that are user-defined (col. 1, lines 59-67 through col. 2, lines 1-17). 
Again, as described above the combination of Eilert and Steere is proper because Steere does not teach away from Eilert. . 
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
